LONDON, May 17.—The Associated 
Press has been given the following 
summary of the military situation as 
representing the considered opinion of 
the British general staff: 

“The situation on the west front 
has been quiet during the past week | 
except for minor raiding operations 
in which the Allies, on the whole, had | 
the advantage. 


‘The momentum of the Germans in| 
the opening of the spring offensive 
has been exhausted, but it is declared | 
that they are now boiling up for an- 
other big effort. 

“The longer the Germans wait the 
more men they can put in from divi- 
sions which have been resting and re- 
forming, and if they wait only a little 
longer they will be able to resume the 
offensive on the same scale as before, 
when they opened on a front of fifty 
miles, 

“But they cannot wait too long, The 
steady stream of American reinforce- 
ments is coming faster. 

Americans Not Underrated 

“The Germans still pretend to treat 
the Americans as negligible, but the/ 
German staff does not underrate them. | 
If the German staff had not taken the 
American army seriously, it is doubt- 
ful whether they would hazard their 
Whole future on the dangerous expe- 
dient of a spring offensive this year, | 

“The Americans will have to buy 
their experience, but Americans are} 
good business men and can be de- 
pended onto buy inthe cheapest mar-| 
ket and sell at the dearest price. The| 
Rritish staff is confident that the 
American army will make good and | 
that the American nation will never 
let go until the end.

Big Factor in Halting Offensive 

“The Allies’ aerial success has been 
a large factor in bringing the first 
stage of the German offensive to a 
siandstill. 

“The situation on the western front 
today is much as it has been before. 
The German command, finding that 
the momentum of the first rush has 
been expended, has tried smaller at- 
tacks, but finds that they do not pay. 
Our experiences in the past have been 
similar. It is clear that an initial suc- 
cess is the cheapest, and the further 
one goes without pause the snore cost- 
ly attacks become, until the ratio of 
loss to profit becomes prohibitive. So 
now the Germans are preparing for 
another really big move, 

“But the more time they take in 
preparation the more time we have 
for defensive plans. 

German Wastage Great | 

“In the meanwhile there is great 
strain and wastage to the Germans 
troops in the line from shell fire and 
other causes. The longer the enemy 
waits the better become our de- 
fences and the more. perfect our 
counter-plans, 

“Regarding the war situation as a 
whole, we urge the importance of the 
public retaining the proper sense of 
proportion. We have got a long row 
to hoe, and for the whole summer the 
situation must continue to be an anx-/ 
fous one. It is not the loss of this or 
that ridge or position which counts, 
but the effects of the operations as a 
whole and the problem of the replace- 
ment of man-power, In the long run 
man-power will be the vital factor.”

TORONTO, Ont. May  17,—Lord|

Hon, Mr. Root reminded his audi- 
ence that he was an old timer in To- 
ronto, having been a young lawyer 
here 46 years ago. “Since the Ameri- 
can Cictl War,” he said, \“there had 
been a gradual elimination of feeling 
among Canadions that their proper 
place was with the greaf¥ republic to 
the south, rather than th@old country.

“German ayiation does not exist at 
oresent.

wastage caused by the incessant at- 
acks of the British and French pilots | 
on German machines, the second be-| 
ng the bombing or airdromes, The| 
enemy today suffers from lack both of 
men and machines in its flying army, 

“In every department the Germans 
have been and still are exerting their 
full strength. If they had airplanes 
Available there is no doubt that they 
would have made full use of them, as 
we have done, for observatnon pur- | 
poses to prevent the bringing up of | 
‘einforcements and to disorganize 
roops on the actual fleld of battle, 


They have done none of these things 
effectively. | 
“The conclusion seems manifest | 


that it is because they have not the} 
necessary force available. In any case | 
the fact remains that German avia- 
ion has ceased to be a force to be) 
seriously reckoned with.

“As I address you our fortunes in 
the war are, well, not exactly in the 
balance, but they are being highly and 
severely teste ],"’ said Lord Reading. 

“The people of England," he de- 
clared, “had never wavered in their 
determination to carry on the struggle 
until their efforts were crowned with 
victory. 

“We went into the conflict because 
the dictates of honor demandéd that 
we should staad firm to thet reaties 
we had signed,” 

Lord Reading concluded by paying 
a high tribute to the part played in the 
war by Canadians.

HAVE AIR CORPS 
AFTER THE WAR? 


Question Likely to Be Discussed 
at the Coming Imperial 


Conference 


OTTAWA, May 17.—-Whether or 
not the government will establish and 
maintain a Canadian flying corps af- 
ter the war is over, will probably »e, 
discussed at the coming imperial cor- 
ference in England, according to a 
return tabled in the house. The re- 
turn contains answers to a large num- 
ber of questions, with regard to the 
Rcyal flying corps, placéd on the or- 
der paper of the house by J. E. Arm- 
strong, Lambton. 

Mr. Armstrong asked how many ac- 
cidents and deaths ha@ occurred in) 
Vannda, the United States and over | 
seas, among Canada's flying men. 
While the militia department would 
not furnish the figures, it stated that 
the percentage of accidents to the 
number of cadets trained up to March 
21 last, was as follows: 

Fatal, 3.69: serious, 2.59; slight, 
3.36. Investigation into accidents was 
conductec by courts of inquiry, the 
records of which were kept at the 
headquarters of the Royal air force. 

Mr. Armstrong was Id that the 
Canadian government hi no control 
over the operations of ‘the Imperial 
Royal Flying corps in Canada. In case! 
of permanent injury or death to Ca- 
nadians in the Royal Flying corps, 
pensions were granted by the Imperial 
government, 

Mr. Armstrong asked how many 
men came to Canada ffom England 
to establish training camps for the 
Royal Flying corps.

There was 
also some discussion because of the ex- 
emption of judges under the provisions 
of the judges law, from the payment 
of an income tax, 

Hon. W. 8. Fielding thought that 
the government should, this session, 
introduce a bill to make the salaries 
of judges appointed in the futuro, lia- 
ble to taxation. 

At the evening sesion Hon. J. D. 
Reid, minister of railways, presented 
his railway budget on the operation of 
government railways. The statement 
showed that the average increase in 
earnings was about $300,000 per 
month, Nevertheless there was a de- 
ficit of $5,294,280.

Salmon Loaf 

1 6, salmon; 1 c. white sauce; 1 «, 
bread crumbs: salt and pepper; 32 
tbsp. lemon Juice; 1 tbsp. grated onion, 

Biend the salmon and bread crumbs 
with the white sauce. Add the season- 
ings. Place in a buttered casserole. 
Cover with buttered crumbs and bake 
until the crumbs are browned, 


Vegetable Roast 

1c. vermicelli; 1 1-2 oc, boiling 
water; 3 small onions; 8 tbsp. drip- 
ping; 1 egg; 1 c. bread crumbs; 1 c. 
chopped walnuts; 1 tsp, chopped pars- 
ley; 1-2 tsp. poultry seasoning; 1 tsp. 
salt. 

Cook vermicelli in boiling water un- 
til tender. Finely chop onions and 
cook in dripping until yellow. Add 
egsé well beaten, vermicelli and re- 
maining ingredients. Mix well, shape 
in a loaf and place in a baking dish, 
Bake one ‘hour in a moderate oven, 
basting frequently with dripping. 
Serve with brown sauce: 

2 tbsp. butter substitute; 8 tbep, rye 
flour; 1 tsp. vegetable extract; 1 c.

1 o. milk; 2 tbsp. sugar; 2 to 3 tbsp.

Beat sugar, eggs and salt, add milk, 
strain and add cocoanut. Put into 
buttered baking dish, Set this In a 
pan of warm water and bake in a 
moderate oven, If it is covered, a 
crust will not form on the top. 

Peanut Soup 


To each serving use 3-4 cup milk 
and 2 tbsp. pearut butter, Heat milk 
in a double boiler, then pour very 
slowly over the peanut butter, cream- 
ing the mixture to remove all lumps. 
Return io duuble boiler and cook m- 
til thickened. Season with salt and 
a dash of nutmeg. Serve with pop- 
corn or croutors., 

Welsh Rarebit 

1-4 Ib. gratsi cheese; i-2 tap, mus- 
tard; 1 egg; cayenne; 1-4 c. milk; 1-2 
tap. salt; 2 tsp. fat. 

Put the cheese and milk into a dou- 
ble boiler, Mix the mustard, salt and 
cayenne, with the beaten ege. When

To anyone who appreciates the 
situation it is anything but satis- 
factory to learn that the coal 
mines in the Edmonton. district 
are only getting orders enough to 
keep them in operation two or 
three days per week. 

. The immediate conclusion would 
be that the public have not been 
seized with the seriousness of the 
fuel supply prospect, and are de- 
liberately taking chances on freez- 
ing next winter rather than ad- 
vance the price of next winters 
coal, ‘ 

That judgment is due for modi- 
fication. Many of the people who 
might be laying in next winter’s 
coal supply now cannot afford the 
money; and a good many niore 
cannot afford the time to go after 
the coal. The people whose cellars 
might be filled with Alberta coal 
this summer are of two classes— 
townspeople and farmers. The 
high cost of living eats up the 
daily income of the townsman so 
fast that he cannot buy next win- 
ter’s coal now, however much he 
may want to; and the farmer is 
so busy with his food production 
duties that he cannot afford the 
time to haul his winter coal sup- 
ply in the producing season. 

It will have to be taken that the 
prairie consumers will not accu- 
mulate in their cellars this sum- 
mer a sufficient coal supply for 
next winter. The disposition to 
not ‘‘cross a bridge until we come 
to it’’ is strong; and many who 
have the foresight have not the 
means or the time to lay in their 
winter’s coal supply months in 
advance, and only to a limited ex- 
tent can publicity and lectures 
affect the situation, 

The fact must also be faced that 
unless the mines in Alberta are 
kept going to full capacity this 
summer, and the coal piled in re- 
serve somewhere, people on the 
prairies will suffer, and perhaps 
freeze to death, next winter. 

As—partly because they can’t 
and partly because they won’t— 
the consumers are not likely to ac- 
cumulate the reserves in their cel- 
Yars, the places next in line at 
which reserves can be accumulat- 
ed are the storage sheds in the dis- 
tributing centres throughout the 
prairie country, But to pile up a 
reserve supply of hundreds of 
cars of coal means an immediate 
outlay of a large amount of 
inoney. It means also a certain 
amount of risk as to whetlier the 
coal will all be required or not— 
which will be determined by the 
severity or mildness of the com 
ing winter.

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Seeds and ‘Seed Growing 


BY J. BE 


The following very interesting and 
instructive paper was read a short 
time ago before the members of St. 
David's Mission Social Club, King 
Edward Park, and as most people are 
now busy with gardening operations, 
it {fs a most opportune time to give 
our pty readers the valuable infor- 
mation the paper contains, Mr, Evers 
started his address by pointing out 
that we were all living in abnormal 
times, The whole world In faced with 
@n unprecendented shortage of food, 
rere it behoves every one to grow 

they could. The more we grow 
for our use the less we have to buy 
and the more there is to send to the 
boys who are fighting our battles over- 
seas, and also to our friends in the 
Old Country, and nearly every one has 
triends there. The object of this paper 
is to give some information as to how 
@ variety of garden seeds can be grown 
here in Western Canada, to meet the 
defictency caused by the exigencies of 
the war. Very few people here have 
ever troubled to grow their own seed, 
preferring to buy what they require 
from the local seedmen and seed 
growers in other parts of the world 
who make a specialty of growing seed 
and who have a knowledge of the sub- 
ject, in addition to haying the neces- 
sary appliances for growing, cleaning 
and marketing the seed. 

It is interesting to note that hitherto 
the seeds we have been using in the 
past have been imported from Eng- 
land, France, Holland and Germany. 
Now, however, the Britirh government 
has prohibited the exportation of seed 
from that country, and it cannot be 
obtained from either of the other three 
countries aboye named, The Germans 
were very clever in seed growing and 
nearly al] the beautiful florists’ Mower 
seeds that were sown in the gardens of 
the large mansions of Great Britain, 
such as asters, stocks, petunia, pansy, 
lobella and most of the hardy annual 
flower seeds were obtaiie:d from Ger- 
many. 

The neighborhood of Kelvedon, 
Essex, England, where I came from, 
was, before the war, noted for contain- 
ing some wonderful gardens used al- 
most solely for seed raising purposes, 
indeed, it can be better described as 
one vast garden. The soil and climate 
there being specially adapted for seed 
growing, many hundreds of acres of 
land being devoted to that purpose. 
You can !magine the grandeur of such 
@ scene, when the many Kinds of 
flowers were in bloom. I am pleased 
to notice that our newspapers report 
that the British Columbia government 
through their agricultural colleges, are 
taking up the question of seed grow- 
ing, having recently set aside one 
hundred acres of land for that pur- 
pose this year. 


The climate of British Columbia be-| 


{ng more like that of the British Isles, 
it Is probable that the growers there 
will be able to supply a great deal of 
the seed required in the various prov- 
inces of this dominion. I want to im- 


press upon you this fact, however, that! 


a great many seeds can be most suc- 
cessfully grown here in this, our own 
city of Edmonton, in the open ground 
without any trouble, and much more 
can be raised by taking a little trouble;

PROSPECTS GOOD FOR YEAR'S BUSINESS 


Weather-resisting Qualities of Alberta Brick Company’s Product 
Unsurpassed—Some Suggestions For More Extensive 
Use of Brick in Building Operations, 


While it might not be amiss to con- 
cede that a few native eons have very 
nearly succeeded in making a brick 
the national emblem of Ireland, the 
impression shouldn't be gained that 
the material in question had its origin 
in Erin, 

In reality history is built of brick. 
Epochs and empires have flourished 
and decayed, all greatness crumbled 
into oblivion gave that their bricks 
remain. When all other handiworks 
of a great age have been totally oblit- 
erated by time and decay the bricks 
of the ancient builders have been 
brought forth and bridged the broken 
ways of history. Hence there comes 
down to the present age details of 
mystic Babylon. One hundred and 
fifty feet below the surface of today 
has been unearthed the brick walls of 
the enterprising town which suddenly 
went polyglot without a plebiscite, a 
few thousand years back, not having 
brushed up on Esperanto to an appre- 
clable extent. Two other ancient citles 
were uncovered before the original 
townsite was reached, and it was by 
the bricks and the hieroglyphics in 
brick that so many posthumous Dits 
of information regarding these old- 
time electors has been given to the 
modern world. . 

Time seems to have more opposi- 
tion from a brick than from any other 
member of the family of building ma- 
terial. Where the modern Huns have- 
n't come into action and out-distanced 
time with savagery and high exple- 
sives, there stand in Europe struc- 
aures for which the brick makers sup- 
plied material over a thousand years 
ago. Over in China, Egypt and other 
places of anclent civilization founda- 


tions of brick have been unearthed 
that are known to be not less than 
$,500 years old, Brick making was 


one of the arts which reached a high 
stage of perfection early in history. 
The Israelites made bricks of mud and 
etraw and dried them in the sun, while 
across in Egypt the clay was being 
moulded and kiln-burned fn a manner 
that has never been excelled, so tar as 
brick-quality {is concerned. 
Bricks Hard to Beat, 

All of which goes to show that 
rick as a building material is hard 
to beat. Another fact which cannot 
be separated from this statement fs 
that brick is being made in and 
around Edmonton which will compare 


with anything ever produced. The 
Babylonians and Egyptians hadn't 
anything over some of the Bdmonton 
brick makers. A house good for 1500 
or 2000 years ought to meet the wants 
of the average ratepayer, providing 
the family pile can be steered away 
from civic tax sales during the Inter- 
val, 

A brick to make Alberta famous is 
that produced at the plant of the 
Alberta Brick company, Limited, at 
Cannell, three miles from the city 
limits in the direction of St, Albert, 
This big modern plant with a capa- 
city of 60,000 bricks daily, was start- 
ed in the fall of 1912. Daniel Clark, 
president and manager of the com- 
pany, was the founder of the business, 
coming to Edmonton from North Bay, 
Ontario. Mr. Clark cast in his lot 
with the ancieat order of brick makers 
in the year 1896, subsequently pro- 
ducing, in his own words, “half the 
brick that built North Bay.” 


Started in Palmy 1912. 
Ags hereinbefore mentioned, Mr, 
Clark disembarked at Edmonton in 


the balmy days when the sun sprouted 
and ripened subdivision stakes in a 
day, when even the clouds were fleeced 
and the blue sky was the limit and 
a long way off at that. 

Perhaps it was the spirit of the 
brick maker, that never dies, which 
carried Mr. Clark tAhrough the hilari- 
ous real estate throng and enabled 
him to establish a real manufacturing 
business in the midst of the excite- 
ment. Howbeit, he started. In the 
fall of 1912 over a million brick were 
made on the 37 acre tract which the 
company acquired at Cannell, 


In 1914 the company erected the 
first and only “continuous chamber” 
brick kiln to be bullt in the prairie 


This form of min is the 
high class brick produc- 
tion, the 20-chamber kiln at the Al- 
berta company’s plant costing over 
20,000. Over one million brick were 
used in this immense oven, which ex- 
tends four feet into the ground and 
is an orderly maze of heating tunnels 
and ventilators. From the side the 
long kiln in appearance resembles the 
old Roman aqueduct surmounted with 
a roof. Each arched chamber holds 
25,000 brick which are baked to a 
turn and to life everlasting in 36 hours

“Continuous Chamber” Plan, 

This continuous chamber kiln is 
coaled from the top and can be kept 
fired by two men in two shifts after 
the plant is going in full awing. Like- 
wise after the first few big days the 
fire is coaled from one end only, the 
forced draft from a big fan driving 
the heat ahead through each cham- 
ber as required, regulated by dampers 
on top of the kiln, In reality the 
burning operates in sections of three 
chambers at a time, the chamber 
nearest: the fire being burned while 
the adjoining chamber ie _ being 
brought up to a red-hot pitch with 
the escaping heat, the third chamber 
ineanwhile being filled with “green” 
brick. The process is constantly re- 
peated down the line, the chambers 
of burned brick being emptied when 
cooled directly into cars, which are 
run alongside the kiln on a spur from 
the Canadian Northern railway. 

The long building designated as the 
drying rocm parallels the kiln a few 
yards distant. As the term would in- 
dicate this long structure is where the 
green bricks fresh from the machine 
are ranged in long rows for the dry- 
ing-out process in preparation § for 
burning. 

The Delicate Drying-Out, 

This “drying-out” is the most deli- 
cate stage in the career of a brick. 
Were their dripping forms not pro- 
tected from the direct air of the outer 
world and nurtured in steam and 
modulated atmosphere, the symmet- 
rical cubes would seiously ‘‘check’”’

at the end. This air is brought in 
from the outside through — several 
thousand feet of steam pipe coils and 
can be forced into any or all of the 
drying passages. In additicn to this 
heat alterations made this spring will 
permit the exhaust heat from tne Kiln 
being piped into the drying shed to 
assist in the work of evaporation, 

Facing the 150 hyp. engine ig the 
integrating machine, wherein the clay 
is ground into a powder and then dis- 
charged into the mixer, where water 
is added. From this process the m!x- 
ture emerges in a@ strip to be carried 
along and cut into final shape, all by 
the aid of machinery. From the dry- 
ing room, where they remain 86 hours, 
the bricks are wheeled directly into 
the fire chambers of the kiln, the 
piling of the clay cubes to Insure an 
even and ready distribution of the 
heat being a technical operation in 
itself. 

Value of Citnker Brick 

One of the most Interesting and at 
the same time lasting products of the 
Alberta plant are the “clinker” brick. 
This brick is practically vitrified, being 
transformed into a material more last- 
ing than stone by the scientific hand- 
ling of the heat. Where the common 
brick ig subjected to a temperature of 
1,800 degrees the clinker cubes are 
brought to the verge of melting under 
2,200 degrees Farenheit, the result be- 
ing almost a glazed brick done in rich 
colors ranging from cherry red to a 
brownish black. Naturally the bricks 
are lightly run together in the intense 
heat. After cooling, the delicate pro- 
cess of breaking them apart reveals 
the lighter tones where the sections 
joined, the whole forming.a beautiful 
and rich effect when built Into a wall 
under experienced and artistic super- 
vision. 
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lowed to remain on the edges of some 
of the bricks, the result being a fine 
rustic appearance on a wall. A great 
deal of this clinker brick from the 
Alberta company’s plant has been 
placed in buildings about the city and 
undoubtedly a vast increase in its 
popularity is due ta result, “It is in 
reality a new stone,” says Mr. Clark, 
“and a building made of clinker brick 
is good for a thousand years.” 


Optimistic About Future 


Mr. Clark is very optimistic over the 
future of brick production and brick 
construction in the west. “We can 
turn out one of the best grades of 
common brick. When the people get 
to realize the ever lasting durability of 
properly burned Edmonton brick 
there is bound to be less construction 
of wood, Brick is about the only 
material that has not advanced enor- 
ously in price, Actually the price 
today is less than in 1912, Lumber is 
soaring in price and only the modest 
quotation on brick can hold it witht 
reason, As a matter of fact, not many 
people know that almost the entire 
house can be built from the products 
of wr brick plant. An ideal flooring 
con be produced, other interior fittings 
furnished and the whole can be ad- 
mirably covered with a brick tile 
roof.” \ 

Thirty-two feet of excellent brick 
clay is available on the Alberta com- 
pany's property. About two feet of 
“stripping’’ is necessary to uncover 
this clay. Below the clay belt lies over 
200 feet of pure sand, which is of an 
exceptionally clean nature, although 
somewhat fine for commercial use. 

About 365 men are employed at the 
Alberta brick plant when operations 
are going full blast. This year the 
plant is under the direct supervision 
of M. BE. Ward, who has had almost 
continuons experience in every branch 
of the brick making industry since his 
boyhood Initiation into the trade in 
1886. #sfnce that time he has been 
identified with numerous brick and 
pottery plants up and down the Missis- 
s:ppi and Missouri valleys, the greater 
part of the time being spent in the 
extensive clay brick areas of Kansas. 

Another important personal factor 
in the carrying on of the Alberta Brick 
Company's business is Fred Herring- 
ton, known as “Old Mud," also as a 
poultry fancier of repute in the Ed- 
monton district. Mr, Herrington looks 
ufter the welfare of the plant and 
property and has been with Mr, Clark 
for the last seventeen years. 

Capacity of Twelve Millions 

The Alberta plant is so equipped 
that operations can easily be carried 
on through the winter months, If this 
is done the possible annual output Is 
between ten and twelve million bricks, 
While the clay at Cannell takes an ex-

work. However, the plant Is able to 
handle this end of the production and 
in time it is possible that clay ad- 
mirably adapted for this purpose will 
be brought in from B.C., where 
samples were obtained and burned at 
the Alberta «iln with most satisfactory 
results. “This B.C. clay seems to be 
about the best pottery clay that ] have 
had experience with,” is the opinion of 
Mr, Clark. 
Clay Building Blocks 

“We have begun the manufacture of 
clay building blocks,” says Mr. Clark, 
speaking of the possibilities of brick 
in the future buildings of Alberta. 
“These blocks are hollow and burned 
until they are as hard as iron, each 
beine twelve inches long, ten inches 
wide and six inches thick, ‘These 
blocks make a very fine looking bulld- 
ing in addition to being warm and dry 
In the east, many building are being 
erected from these blocks without any 
other inside finish, a ten-inch wall be- 
ing run up with the block surface ex- 
posed on both sides, The popularity 
of these blocks through the east has, 
in fact, become so great that during 
the last few years some of the brick 
plants have ceased to manufacture 
anything else, The blocks have an 
advantage of not only being cheap in 


price but are easy and quick to erect. 
Any handy man can lay them. 

Mr. Clark gepeaks from long ex- 
perience in the business of brick mak- 
ing and brick building. “If you only 
want to bulld a creamery or a root 
house, bulld it of brick,” is his advice. 
“It stands practically forever if it is 
good brick, and becomes a family 
landmark, Again, if the drinking 
water on the farm or suburban home 
is not what it should be, brick as a 
curbing may be the remedy needew. 
Or brick will make a cistern that will 
catch and contain the purest. of al) 
water—that from rainfall.” 

According to the outlook even this 
early in the season the demand for 
EGmonton brick will be good this year 
Mr. Clark says that his firm haa al- 
ready excellent prospects and orders 


in sight and expect to have a big 
season's run, He is an optimist with 
a sound and well based faith in the 


future of Edmonton and the farms tn 
the Edmonton district, ‘Nothing can 
hold us back,” {is his verdict, and 
therefore, he feels justified tn making 
the move he did in 1912. He brought 
one of the best brick manufacturing 


plants In the west to Edmonton and Is 
exceedingly well pleased that he se 
lected the spot he did for the big

Canada’s Wheat Wizard, Saeger Wheeler, Has Developed Red Bobs | 


Variety From White Bobs Wheat, Originating in Australia — 
Ripens Early and Escapes Rust and Frost—Red Bobs Will Ex- 


tend Wheat Areas Northward 


Seager Wheeler, the wheat wizard 
of Rosthern, Sask., has added fresh 
laurels to his records by the discovery 
of a new wheat called Red Bobs. 
This new wheat ripens from 6 to 10 
cays earlier than Marquis, is equal to 
Marquis in milling value and pita 
seven years tests yields higher than 
Marquis. It has a remarkably strong 
straw and the most nearly perfect 
head of any wheat now grown. More- 
over, Red Bobs wheat threshes more 
easily than Marquis. Mr. Wheeler nee 
been working on this new wheat for 
ten years and considers it the great- 
est achievement of his career. : 

The story of Red Bobs is extremely 
interesting. In 1905 a plant breeder 
named Wm, Farrer of New South 
Wales, Australia, sent to Dr. Saunders 
at the Central Experimental Farm, 
Ottawa, a sample of what he called 
White Bobs wheat. He said that it 
was obtained by cross breeding , be- 
tween an unnamed variety of wheat 
and a variety of hulless and beardless 
barley known as Nepaul. This is the 
only history of White Bobs wheat 


that has come to Canada. Dr. Saun- 
nat on the Central 
ders grew the whe Ss Jaa 


Farm for a couple Asp eset 
it to have a splen straw 
and to be absolutely beardless, in fact 
the only beardless wheat grown in 
Canade. The kernel was white aad 
very hard, and it ripened very much 
earlier than Marquis. Dr. Saunders 
then subjected it to a milling and 
baking test, and found it to be equal 
to Marquis as a milling wheat. The 
only drawback to the new wheat was 
its color, There is a prejudice against 
white wheat in Canada, and the Can- 
ada Grain Act discriminates against 
it by barring it from the higher 
grades. Dr. Saunders, as is his cus- 
tom, sent the new wheat to the ex- 
perimental farms. 

Developed Red From White. 
Seager Wheeler secured a 
pound sample of White Bobs wheat 
from the Indian Head Experimental 
Farm in 1907. He had read of its 
quality and its history and thought it 
worth investigating. He grew it on 
his plots and in 1908 it ylelded at the 
rate of 60 bushels per acre, and had 
the same qualities that Dr. Saunders 
had founa it to possess at the Ottawa 
farm. To Mr, Wheeler's mind it was 
the ideal wheat for Western Canada, 
except for its color, He eet to work 
to see if its color could not be changed 
to the deep Red Fife which is so popu- 
lar, and which is demanded by the 
Canada Grain Act. In 1909 Mr,

Wheeler had the White Bobs wheat | 


vrowing on his plots again, When the 
wheat began ‘to mature he studied the 
various heads on the plot to see if 
there was any sign of a change in col- 
or. Great was his joy when he discov- 
ered one head similar to all the rest 
in appearance, but containing red ber. 
ries. A further search revealed two 
or three heads containing red kernels. 
These new heads were watched closely 
and when they ripened Mr. Wheeler 
put the kernels away with great care 
for seeding the following year. 

In 1910 he seeded the red kernels 
and most of them’ reproduced red. 
From then until the present time Mr. 
Wheeler has been selecting the best 
strains of this new Red Bobs whent 
and multiplying them year by year. 


Mr. Wheeler is the most famous Mar- | 


quis grower in Canada, which means 
in the world. He tested the Red Bobs 
side by side with the Marquis in every 
way. He fotind that the Red 
wheat ripened from six to ten days’ 
earlier than the Marquis year by year. 
The yield was heavier, the straw was 
stronger and the head was superior tn 
almost every respect. He was 
gratified to find that even though the 
head was more compact and more up- 
right, yet it threshed easier than the 
Marquis. 
Red Bobs No. 1 Hard.

Prof, 
Grisdale also grew a plot of Red Bobs 
wheat on the farm at the School of 
Agriculture, Vermilion, Alta, He 
found it to ripen six days earlier than 
Marquis.

@efinitely establisied that the new 
Wheat contains all the qualities to 
make it a commercial success, and at 
the same time has very distinct ad- 
vantages over Marquis wheat, par- 
ticularly in the date of ripening.

27 years in Western Canada, In the

more from frost. When Marquis was 


introduced he was one of the first to 


grow it, and he made it international- | 


ly famous by winning the one thous- 
and dollars in gold at the New York 
Land Show in 1911. Altogether Mr. 
Wheeler has won four world prizes 
with his Marquis wheat, and has de-

The 
Red Bobs is the result of his study 
and experiments, and he feels that it 
will save millions of dollars to farm- 
ers due to damage from frost. He 
also believes that it will save millions 
more in escaping much of the dam- 
age from rust.

If Red Bobs wheat 
is sown in proper time Mr. Wheeler 
Says that it will ripen before the time 
at which rust usually appears. It will, 
therefore, escape cny attacks that ap. 
pear late in the season.

POULTRY TIPS 
FOR WESTLOCK 
FARM WOMEN 


Mrs. Wightman Gives Practical 
Talk to the Westlock 
U.F.W.A.

A popular paper on 
given at a recent meeting 
Westlock U.F.W.A. by 
Wightman, who related in an inter- 
esting way an account of her experi- 
ences, 

She declared that the subject of 
| poultry raising is a very interesting 
one at the present time of the year, 
and is a-very important one on ac- 
count of the shortage of meat While 
the country is calling the farmers to 
a° greater production, a great oppor- 
tunity is offered to the farm women 
to do their part by increasing the 
| production of the poultry yard in the 
|supply of eggs and fow! for the table. 
Referring to her experiences, she 
| stated that the hen house should have 
plenty of light and the scratching 
pens should be supplied with lots of 
| litter in which to scatter the grain. 
She had found it quite profitable to 
feed the hens chopped grain all the 
|/time as well as the whole grain, und 
‘it was well worth while to buy green 
bone and to provide them with both 
grit and shell. 

She fed grain all through the sum- 
mer until about the last of July, when 
the grain was stopped till they were 
|nearly through moulting, which. took 
about three weeks, after which the 
igrain was fed again. The hens were 
|then ready for early fall laying and 
|hence for use as setters early in the 
spring. 

For each setting hen, Mrs. Wight- 
{man advises a separate little pen in 
|} which to feed, so no other hens can 
get in the same nest, and thus the 
| breakage of eggs is eliminated. Eggs 
|for setting have been found to give 
| better results if they are two or three 
days old, and those which are kept 
|for two weeks or more will average 
}only about 59 per cent. The medium 
| sized egg with smooth shell is usually 
the best to set. 

By setting four or five hens at 

lonce, and giving the chicks to two 
for three hens it is more convenient, 
|Each hen and chicks should have 
their swn little yard to run in till 
|they are old enough to stand the wet 
|grass. For feed, the chicks are giv- 
jen chop and cracked grains with all 
}/the milk they want. When the chicks 
| get to be six weeks or two months old 
|they should have a feeding pen fixed 
jin such a way that the other hens 
|can't get in with them. 
There is no chicken as good as the 
jearly hatched one. It is claimed that 
the pullet hatched in March or April 
will lay from 50 to 60 eggs more the 
| first year than her full sister hatched 
a month or six weeks later,

The soil that grows trees is fertile 
enough to grow heavy crops of grain, 
and there is a regularly sufficient sup-

| trees has steadily built up a black soi) 
| of unequalled fertility and richness. 
| However, in times like these, when 
| food is so much in demand, it is {m- 
portant that the soil which is now 
growing trees of little value as timber! 
should be prepared for the growing 
of foodstuffs. 

Throughout the northern part of 
the province of Alberta, especially in 
the fringe of the settlement, isa large 
area of brush-covered land. Along 
the edge in the more recently settled 
portions of the district are many farms 
with only a fraction of the acreage 
now growing focd. By means of the 
stock pasturing on the grass and the 
peavine which grows among the pop- 
| lar or willow brush the homesteaders 


| have been able to secure a little reve- 
| nue from the part of their homesteads 
that was covered with brush. But 
; even as a pasture the farm would be 
improved if the brush could be re- 
| moved, 

In many of the settlements that now 
have the appearance of open prairie 
farms, the brush has been removed 
and the grain trade and cash revenue 
| of these districts has been greatly im- 
| proved over what it was a few years 
ago. Various methods have been used, 

Won't Wait for Stumps to Rot 

Usually at the start the pioneering 
homesteader would break up the open 
Patches on his farm and plow around 
the brush or bluff. As islands or 
| peninsulas of brush-covered land were 
formed, these were sometimes burned 
over in the spring and after a year 
or two had allowed the grass to grow 
| up sufficiently for a fire to run among} 
the stumps, it was burned again, and 
this process repeated every couple of 
years until the brush-covered home- 
| stead became a prairie farm growing 
| rank crofs of grain, s 

This method meant the lapse of 
from three to six years before the 
| land was revenue producing. It also 
| meant the cost of time and labor in 
| Clearing the land, picking and piling 
| the rubbish after a fire, the burning 
| of the root and rubbish piles, and the 
back-breaking job of grubbing the 
| roots out of the grain when it was 
| being broken. There are several de- 
| Srees of breaking in such settlements, 
| Varying from the breaking of the nar- 
; ness or double-tree of the breaking 
outfit whén the stump or root is too 
tough to get out, or from the taking 
out of everything at the start, to tha 
; complete overturning of every furrow 
and the removal of all roots. 

Gradually the more progressive 
farmers have devised and developed 
various methods of not. only getting 
rid of the brush, but also of getting 


the roots out of the’ ground at the 
same time. 
Some cut the brush and _ piled it, 


then burned it and left the stumps to 
rot, when they could be broken out 
with ease. Some left the stumps high 
and hitched a team to a chain fasten- 
ed to the top of the stump and then 
| Jerkel the stumps out. <A few have 
used tractors to do the pulling, and 
some of these have devised a combl- 
}mation of hooks so ag to pu!l mora 
| than one stump with one jerk. Where 
more power is desired to get out a 
stubborn stump or root, a set of blocks 
and tackle has often been used to In- 
crease the nower of the pull, 

Some farmers have found it better 
| to cut the trees or brush when the sap 
} 1s up, claiming that when the sap runs 
| down through the cut stump it tends 
to make I{t rot sooner. Still another 
method has beer to use a ladder so as 
to easily fix or fasten a rope or cable 
to the tree about fourteen feet up and 
then with tractor or team or stump- 
puller yank the tree over, while a few 
slashes of the axe at the far side cuts 
| the root so that the tree, stump, roots 
and all would tepple over. These up- 
rooted trees could be piled and after 
a few days burred up out of the way, 
and the ground broken up. 

Another labor-saving device which 
some of the homesteaders used when 
the poplar brush was not too stalwart 
Was often quite efficient, and what 
| labor was needed was used at a time 
of the winter when work was slack on! 
| the homestead, A team of horses was! 

hitched to each end of a long, strong! 

| log. When the weather was very 
frosty and the little poplar trees were 
| brittle, this log was dragged by the 
| team fn such a way that the weight of| 
| the log smashed tne trees down, Then 
the next spring they were burned and! 
the ground easily broken. The small! 
stumps were grubbed out after the! 
breaking was done.

We have been asked to publish 
something which will tell just how an 
automobile should be washed, and 
here are instructions which, if follow- 
ed, will maintain the finish of a car 
in first class condition for a year or 
two. Good varnisi,-well cared for, 
should last and look as a gentleman 
wants his car to look for two years, 
If the varnish is poor or the car 1s 
not properly washed it will not look 
well so long. 

The proper washing of an automo- 
bile takes time, and it must be done 
at the right time. To wash a Hmou- 
sine as it should be washed requires 


about two hours’ careful, steady, 
hard work. A touring car doasn't 
take so long, of course. If mud is 


allowed to dry on the car it Is harder 
to get off and stains the varnish per- 
manently. Mud should never be per- 
mitted to remain on a car overnight. 
If a chauffeur expects to keep a fine 
car looking fine he must be willing to 
flush off the mud at night, no matter 
how late it is, but the work need not 
take more than half an hour and the 


car can be thoroughly washed and} 


polished in the morning, 
Chief Fault. 


The chief faults to guard against 
are the too free use of soap, using 
water with too much force, and 


washing the hood before it is cooled. 
Most public garages wash the cars 
starting late in the évening, and if a 
car has been used in the morning 
the mud, of course, has had a chance 
to dry and the varnish will never look 
80 well again. Perhaps it is tvo 
much to expect public garages to take 
as good care of the finish as they 


Mike 


ought to, and perhaps it is too much 
to ask of a private chaufféur, who 
takes care of his employer's car, to 
put the proper amount of time in 
washing at the right time, but it is 
just well to know how much trou- 
ble it takes to keep a car in good 
order, both for the sake of the own- 
er, the chauffeur and the varnish 
maker. If your car always looks 
well do not think it is luck or a par- 
ticularly good job of finishing, but 
realize that it would not jook well 
if your chauffeur had not put a good 
deal of time on his work, which he 
might have shirked, 

In the old days no coachman would 
permit a fine carriage to go un- 
washed, no matter how late he game 
into the stable at night. You have 
got to treat an automobile the same 
way if you reach the same standard 
that the old-fashioned coachman 
reached. Varnish on automobiles is 
subject to the same troubles, and it 
ought to look better because it does 
not have ammonia fumes to contend 
with, but we get so much pleasure 
out of an automobile and it contribu- 
tes so much to our convenience and 
saves 80 much time that we have 
come to think that we have got to 
sacrifice some things that a gentle- 
man never was willing to sacrifice 
with « carriage. We haven't got to 
sacrifice anything, only we have got 
to pay a price for maintaining the 
finish of our car. 

Important Points, 

There are two things that should 
be kept always in mind: 

1, That soap, gasoline, or anything

2. Hot water takes the"lustre from 
varnish. Dissolve a little good au- 
tomobile soap in a pail of water so as 
to make a soapy solution, Have a 
good soft carriage sponge ready. Start 
with the right-hand front wheel and 
the under side of the fender and that 
part of the chassis nearby. Let the 
water flow from the hose in a gentile 
stream, so that it will carry about 
six inches from the end of the hose. 
Go over the wheel, ete, first with 
water from a hose. Most of the 
mud will come off, There may be 
road oil or machine oil, which re- 
quires soap. In that case put some 
of the soapy water on these parts, 
sopping it on freely. After that has 
been done, start right in with a hose 
and a sponge and wash it off Don't 
let the soapy water stand more than 
five minutes on the varnish, Fol- 
low with a washing with clean water, 
because all the mud and. grease 
should have come off by this time. 
Leave it alone to dry. That com- 
pletes the right-hand front part of 
the chassis, and the same work should 
be done on the three other wheels and 
adjacent parts. That completes the 
work of the chasis, 

Take another clean sponge, and, 
with the water still flowing gently 
from the hose, start at the left-hand 
front of the body and flow all over 
the body. There will be no need for 
soap, because machine oil or road oll 
| is never spattered on the body, After 
| flowing the water on them, go over 
the entire body again with the hose 
and a wet sponge and wash it. Go 
entirely around the car, including the 


top of the fenders to the left side, 
but don't wet the bonnet. Now all 


the dirt has been flowed off and the 
sponge should he gsqueezed as dry 
as possible, and all the water remain- 
ing by mouldings or crevices should 
be picked up. Wet a chamois thor- 
oughly and squeeze It as dry as pos- 
}sible. Then wipe off all the water 
on the bedy. This will get it per- 
fectly dry 

| After it is all done wash bonnet 
and the top of the radiator. There 
|may be some spatters of machine oil 
on the bonnet and, if there are, use 
a little soap locally, washing it off 
soon after it Is put on, In any case, 
don't let the water stand more than 
five minutes on the bonnet, because 
it has become heated by the engine 
The engine heats the water and the 
lustre will be damaged. It should 
finally be dried with a chamois, like 
the body. 

If you have trouble drying the body 
with a chamols, ask some old-fash- 
ioned coachman how it is done, There 
is a little trick to it, but it 1s not dif- 
ficult when the trick is learned.

WEARING OUT TIRES 


|It Makes Great Difference Side of 
| Car That You Drive 
On 


When seemingly minor changes are 
| made on a car it requires "a great deal 
of thought on the part, of the designer 
to see what effect it will have on other 
parts of the car, It sometimes hap- 
pens that the part changed does not 
have any mechanical connection with 
the part it will affect most. 

For instance, to the average person, 
| it does not appear that the changing of 
a car from right hand to a left hand 
drive would have any effect on the 
wearing qualities of a tire. 

But the changing of the driving 
side of a car has a great deal to do 
with the tires is explained by a local 
tire salesman. “When persons drive a 
car with a right hand drive they tend 
to keep the car in the center of the 
road, but when driving from the left 
hand side of the car the tendency is 
to keep that side in the center of the 
road, which causes the right hand side 
of the car to be on the edge of the

TOO MUCH WATER 
BAD FOR BATTERY 


It Often Causes Short Oircuits 
and Gives Rise to Mysterious 
Troubles 


Do not get the idea that if a little 


three times as much will be better, 
Only enough water should be added 
to cover the plates about 1-4 or 1-2 
inch. The reason becomes apparent 
when you stop to consider the action 
of @ battery during charge. When 
the generator is charging the battery 
bubbles of gas are given off and these 
are expelled through the vent holes in 
the filler caps, If too much water is 
added these bubbles together with 
the rise in temperature, cause the 
liquid to expand, and consequently tt 
slops over the cutside of the battery. 
Trouble is sure to follow. 

The epilled electrolyte is likely to 
cause a sport circuit between the bat- 
tery terminals and cell connectcrs, re- 
sulting in a decided loss of energy, al- 
though the system may not be en- 
tirely thrown out of commission. 
Short circuits like this are often the 
caus® of mysterious troubles. Be- 
sides, the acid eventually will run 
down the side of the battery and eat 
out the metal retaining box or the 
wood battery case itself, It also 6ul- 
phates the terminals and handles, 

Many car owrers upon seeing their 
battery in this condition imagine it 
leaks, when the whole trouble is over- 
indulgence in water. With proper 
care the outelde of a battery should 
look as clean after a few years’ uso as 
the day it was bought, allowing, of 
course, for natural wear and ex- 
posure. If your battery does not look 
spick and span, take it out and clean 
it thoroughly and see that the elec- 
trolyte ig kept just above the plates, 
filling the celis regularly each week 
in summer and every two weeks in 
winter. Use distilled water if possible; 
rain water is all right, but the am- 
monia and other substances contained 
in it are not the best thing for a 


battery.

The successful growing of sugar 
beets is an art that 
experience, The farmer 
made a success at raising other crops 
will not always make a success of his 
first attempt to cultivate sugar, beets; 
for the preparation of the soll, the

}tions. Although it is possible to raise 
| sugar beets with little regard to these | 
directions such a crop may fail to pay | 
for itself, either because the yield is 
too small or the sugar content of the | 
beets too low to meet factory require- | 
ments, | 


In commercial beet growing, there- | 
fore, carclesaness quickly meets fut!- 
ure, while careful regard for detaiie 
\apells success. Success comes at first 
from following the advice of success- 
ful growers, and later it may be aug- 
mented by actual personal experience 
| Although conditions of temperature 
| must be taken into consideration those 
of rainfall or other sources of moisture 
must also be studied. The eugar beet | 
requires a certain amount of moisture 
to produce a normal crop. This mois- | 
ture must be derived either from na-_ 
‘tural sources of precipitation or from 
some kind of irrigation, or else the | 


soll must be of that particular kind 
which will allow subterranean mots- | 
ture to reach to the rootlets of the 


plants. The beet may thrive with very 
little rainfall !f properly cultivated and 
in a suitable soil, The latter, however, 
covers a large range of possible arenas,

they do not require any particular 
kind of soil. In general solis are de- 
scribed as clayey, sandy, loamy, or al- 
luvial soils; all these will produce! 
beets. The black prairie soil produces | 
excellent beets. Perhaps the best soll | 
may be described as a sandy loam, a} 
soil in which there is a happy equili- | 
brium of organic matter, clay and/| 
eand. | 

New land should not be selected to | 
grow sugar beets, for the crop is not | 
a good reciaimer of soils; and especi- | 
ally to be avolded is new land contain- 
ing decaying matter of a vegetable na-. 
ture as this would only produce rank 
|growth with low sugar content. The 
|most productive land on an ordinary 
farm is the soil which has yieded a) 
| good crop of wheat or potatoes. Lands | 
containing alkali which are such a 
trouble to many of our Alberta farm- 
ers may well be used for beets if they 
are properly drained, as beets are not 
especially susceptible to injury from 
this constithent. 

Botanically, al kinds of sugar beets 
are of the same species as the com- 
{mon garden beets. The difference he- 
tween varieties have arisen from selec- 
tion and breeding. Certain valuable 
pecullarities resulting from natural 
variations or mutations have, through 
careful selection, been fixed, and pure 
strains, having these superior qualities 
associated with certain distinguishing 
external characters, have been de- 
veloped. | 

The shape and size of the beet, its 
color, the character of its foliage whe- 
ther erect or spreading, are the most 
frequent marks of dfstinction. The

In 
be put in beets, but where the field 
embracing an acre or more is to be 
pilanted, this Is not conventent In 
such @ case planting by drill is best. 
Almost any garden drill can be adapt- 
ed to use with beet seed. In planting 
by drill it is necessary to use 15 to 20 
pounds of seed per acre; in planting 
by hand 10 to 16 pounds will be found 
sulficient. The seed should then be 
covered to the depth of one-half inch 
to two inches, according to the state of 
the soll. If the soil be moist and in 
excellent condition the beet should 
not be covered more than half an inch 
if, however, the soil be very dry and 
early rains not probable the seed 
should be covered to a depth of two 
inches. 

In the matter of space between the 
rows there is considerable variation. 
In some cases the rows are made to 
only 16 inches apart and in others as 
wide as 28 inches. In tecent years the 
tendency has been to increase rather 
than diminish the distance, though 
much depends on the soil and on local 
conditions, It is argued that the 
greater ease and coonomy of culture 
with the wider rows outweigh the in- 
creased yields per acre which may be 
secured in the narrower rows. 

To prevent the formation of a crust 
and to keep the weeds and graases 
from getting a start, it is necessary to 
constantly cultivate the sot] between 
the rows, as in the early stages of the 
beet's crowth these can spoil the stand 
by choking the plants. When the 
land Devomes dry is the me@st {mport- 
ant time for cultivation in order to 
prevent the escape of moisture from 
the soil, Cultivation should continue 
until the beets have attained such a 
size that the leaves cover the ground 

When the beets show three or four 
leaves they should be thinned and 
bunched. The bunching is beat ao- 
complished with a short handled hoe 
One stroke of this implement takes 
out all the beets in the row except 
small bunches from 8 to 10 inches 
upart, depending on the width hbe- 
tween the rows and other circum- 
stances. From these bunches should 
be removed by hand all the plants but 
one, the largest and healthiest. Great 
eare should be exercised in this work 
and by careful selection all the tn- 
ferior plants will be removed. On the 
proper thinning the tonnage largely 
depends. This does not mean that lees 
space should bo left between the 
plants. If the rows be 18 to 24 inches 
apart, the space between plants 
should vary from 8 to 10 tnches, de- 
pending on the nature of the aoll. 
When thinning it is a good plan to 
give the ground a thorough hand 
hoeeing. This can be done at a little 
extra expense and will pay for itself 
in the long run, If the thinning ts put 
off too long the crop will suffer. 

It is important not only that a 
sugar beet should be of a proper size 
and shape but also that it be grown 
in such a manner as to secure the 
protection of the soil for all {ts prts, 
except the top with foliage. This posi- 
|t1on can only be secured for the beet 
| by growing it In a soil aufficiently per- 
vious to permit of penetration by the 
taproot toa great depth. It is for this 
reason that subsolling in the prepara- 
| tion of a field for the growth of sugar 
beets {is of such great importance. If 
| the beet, tn its growth, should meet a 
practically impervious subsoil at the 
depth of 8 to 10 inches, the tap root 
will be deflected from its natura!

The final clalise says: ‘That besides 
gcneral legislation, there are questions 
such as subsidies of public lands in the

were attacking our airplanes with the} 
utmost vigor In spite of these at 
tacks twenty-four heavy bombs were 
dropped on our objectives.
